There  are  so  many  oppurtunities  fonxiilk  to  be  contaminated  that 
constant  aoare  is  required  to  protect  it  from  the  time  it  leaves 
the  cow  to  the  time  it  is  consumed, the  maintainance  of  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  at  all  stages  during ‘production  and 
distribution, is  essential  for  securing  an  adequate  keeping  quality 
in  milk, and  there  is  no  doubt  that  sterilisation  of  all  utensils 
is  probably  tho  most  important, boiling  water  and  sometimes  not  that 
are  normally  used  in  the  oleaning  of  utensils, and  the  latter  method
